All England resounds with bravoes 
over the cleverness of the device and the 
aame of DISRAELI, as often before, is every- 
where repeated with admiration. At sixty- 
five men ate not apt to execute, however they 
may be to conceive, a coup de theatre like 
this; and the rarity ‘of the performance le- 
gitimately increases the plaudits with which 
it fs received. ‘ 
Considered ».as..a literary pérfermance, 
apart trom its political and religious intents, 
Lothair ia asurprisingly able production. It 
combines in a striking degree the ' lightness, 
the elasticity, and the imaginative freshness 
of youth with the tact and the wisdom of 
age. .To.carry the former attributes into ad- 
vanced life, is said te be one of the. char- 
acteristics ‘of genius. Few men of past three- 
score take much delight in depicting the 
physical charms of woman, or, in truth; ia 
dwelling on the sensuous joys that so general- 
ly engross the attention of the young. But Mr. 
Duseak.’s imagination isso naturally vivid, 
andi's still so unworn by time, that heis 
able te paint con amore with all the vigor 
and picturesqueness of lusty . manhood, 
scenés, the attractiveness of which, for men 
of) his years, has. usually vanished 
forever. His love-scenes have no sign of the 
gray hairs of their writer, save in a fleeting’ 
trace of that regret here and there which 
customarily tinges all anch work from aged 
hands, butin Mr. Disrarrr’s is only discerni- 
ble for an instant and at long intervals. 
There seems, indeed, to be wonderfully little | 
about bim, either, of the resignation or the 
melancholy of years. He seems to see no 
particular occasion for such sentiments. Less 
skilled a Grecian than his former leader of 
hie present rival, we think of Mr. Disraxii 
2a; in ai much. more thorough sense than 
theirs,a Greek. Hie sympathies appear to 
us to be very much, akin-to those. of Mr. 
Phoebus in the curious dialogue that gentle- 
man-has with Lothair. Mr. Phebus, who to 
out thinking is a composite drawing from 
life—a character, that is to say, made up of | 
a welection from several living persons—is 
“the most successful, not to say the most 
“eminent, painter of the age;” and the hero

verdict. The jury simply found him “ not 
‘guilty,” saying nothing whatever about in- 
sanity—which was equivalent to declara- 
tion of their opinion that the prisoner was 
justafied in taking Ricmarpson’s life, As 
to the morality of euch a verdict, wé have 
nothing te say at this moment. We must 
‘simply regard it a6 a fact, with which alone 
the Recorder could deal. He had no power 
to order the detention of the prisoner after 
the jury returned a verdict of “not guilty.” 
Thelaw in England with reference to 
criminals in whose behalf the plea of insan- 
ity is set up and miamntained is different 
from ourown. The. theory of the English 
law is that if the individual had not @ sense 
of right and wrong. of good and evil, he 
could not be reganded.as sane; but in prac-’ 
tice this is departed from very widely. 
Proof.is always demanded that insanity ex- 
isted at the time the erimjnal act was com- 
mitted. The modern practice is thus de- 
fined: “ Where the general conduct of the 
prisoner has been such as to indicate un- 
soundness of mind, even though considera- 
ble contrivance has accompanied the act, or 
where there is evidence of his having 
the subject of an irresistible impulse to Kil 
the jury generally find Rierrtse 
tal, in opposition to the older authorities, 
who confined the exemption from responsi- 
bility within very nasrow limite.”
